CIVIL SERVICE 


War to be Made on It 


in Congress, 


Opposition in Both Houses is 
Ready to Open Up. 


Debate Will-Mix in Discussion of 
Other Measures. 


Census Bill Will Provoke Hosttlities 
in the Senate and the Legisla- 
tive, Executive and Judicial 
Bill in the House—Holidays. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The work 
of the Senate, so far as it has been 
mapped out fur the week, includes the 
consideration of the Immigration Bill, 
which stands on the calendar as the 
unfinished business; the probable de- 
bate on the Census Bill, and the pro- 
nouncing of eulogies upon Representa- 
tive Holman of Indiana. 

The general opinion of the friends of 
the measure is that there will be no 
very strenuous opposition to the Immi- 
gration Bill, and that it may be passed 
after a brief debate. When a similar 
bill was before the Senate last session, 
it had its principal opponent in Senator 
Gibson of Maryland, and as he has re- 
tired from the Senate, the friends of 
the bill are hopeful that no one will be 
found who will champion the opposi- 
tion. They remember, however, that 


‘| when it was necessary in order to have 


the bill become a law, to pass it over 
the President’s veto, the two-thirds 
vote requisite for that purpose could 
not be secured. Hence, while they are 
hopeful of the speedy and favorable 
consideration of the bill, they realize 
the possibility of the delay on account 
of opposing speeches. There appears 
to be no reason to doubt that when the 
vote shall be reached the bill will pass. 
- By special arrangement between Sen- 
ators Carter and Lodge, in charge, re- 
spectively, of the two bills, the Immi- 
gration: Bill will be temporarily dis- 
placed on Tuesday in order to give 


Senator Carter an opportunity to cal 


up the bill providing for the next cen- 
sus. When this agreement was made 
last Thursday, Senator Carter ex- 
pressed the opinion that very brief de- 
bate would be necessary to get the bill 
through, but there are now some indi-

The friends of annexation who are 
on the Committee on Foreign Relations 
are now expecting to ask the Senate to 
take up the treaty during the week, 
though quite well aware of the impos- 
sibility of securing final action before 
the holidays. They are decided, also, 
upon .taking the treaty up as such in- 
stead of attempting to secure legisla- 
tion on a joint resolution. They may 
postpone their request for consideration 
until January.

The Senate eulogies upon the late 
Representative Holman will be deliv- 
ered Friday. 

The week in the House promises to 
be made memorable by the formal in- 
auguration of the war against the civil 
service law. The Legislative, Execu- 
tive and Judicial Appropriation Bill, 
wrich will be taken up on Tuesday, con- 
tains the regular appropriations for 
the Civil Service Committee, and 
whether or not all the members who 
favor the repeal or the modification of 
the law unite to strike down the pro- 
vision for its maintenance, as the 
quickest and most direct method of 
crippling its operation, undoubtedly 
some will advocate this course, and 
the whole civil-service question will 
be dragged into the arena of debate. 

How long the debate will last it is 
impossible to predict, but as this is 
the ‘only item in the bill which will at- 
tract much of a contest, Chairman Can- 
non hopes and believes the bill can be 
passed before Saturday. This latter 
day, under an order made Thursday, 
has been set aside for paying tribute 
to the memory -of the late Representa- 
tive Cook of ILinois. Tomorrow the 
chairman of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee will again seek to secure the 
passage of the bill to prohibit pelagic 
sealing by the citizens of the United 
States. There is very strong opposition 
to the passage of the measure in its 
present form, and the whole question 
of the Bering Sea negotiations may 
be precipitated when it is called up. 

Mr. Hopkns of Illinois, and other 
members, favor a ‘limitation on the 
period of operation of the act, if it is to 
be passed, so that in case Great Brit- 
ain refuses to restrict similorly her 
citizens, our citizens may not be placed 
at a disadvantage. Others, like Mr. 
Johnson of North Dakota, think the 
extinguishment cof the seal herds in the 
near future is certain, and are not dis- 
posed to favor any legislation looking 
to their preservation. 


INDIAN TERRITORY PROBLEMS. 

TATED PRESS NIGHT 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The indi- 
cations are that this Congress will pass 
‘a general bill covering the rehab- 
itation of the Indian Territory. The 

esenure as now nlanned is to make it 
embrace everything that has been 
sought to be accomplished in the past 
by the Dawes Indian Commission which 
is still negotiating with the five civi- 
lized tribes, but which will be here next 
week to report the discouraging exist- 
ing conditions. The bill will cover all- 
the questions of citizenship, allotments 
of lands, disposition of townsites, min- 
eral lands, full jurisdicton of the 
‘‘Tnited Sates courts over the pr-rsen’ 
reservations, and other matters bear- 
ing on the extinguishment of tribal or- 
ganization. 

The first steps in the matter have 
been taken by the Indian committees 
of both Senate and House. It is under- 
stood that in a few days there will be 
a joint session of the committees of the 
Senate and House, at which these mat-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The hill to 
establish the University of the United | 
States will again be introduced in both 
houses of Congress tomorrow. 

The bill, in general terms, provides 
for an institution of the highest possi- 
ble type for the graduates of accred- 
ited colleges and universities only, with 
special] reference to the work of origi- 
hal research and investigation in all 
important fields of inquiry. The gov- 
ernment is vested in a’ board of regents 
and a university council. The board

of the United States, the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, the Chamber of Education, the 
secretary of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, the president of the National 
Academy of Sciences, the president of 
the National Educational Association, 
the president of the university and 
nine other citizens to be appointed by 
the President, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate; no two of 
them to be from the same §State. 

The university council is to have tm- 
mediate charge of the work of instruc- 
tion, research and investigation. It 
consists of the regents and tw«lve other 
members, to be appointed by t:iem from 
among eminent educators, with a like 
impartial distribution. All the courses 
and officers of instruction are to be de- 
terined by the council, as also the regu- 
lations governing the international 
management of the institution. Neither 
sectarian nor litical preferences ‘in 
any form are to be allowed, whether 
in the appointment or in avy of the 
operations of the institution. Authority 
is given to establish with other institu- 
tions of learning such codéperative rela- 
tions as are deemed advantageous. 

Provision is made for the use of what 
is known as “University Square,’ the 
the site set apart by Washington for 
vniversity purposes, and lately occupied 
by the Naval Conservatory. Congress 
is now asked-for but enough means to 
enable the board of regents to organ- 
ize and practically inaugurate the in- 
stitution. Gifts and bequests are to be 
deposited in the United States treasury 
in trust, and invested in bonds of the 
United States bearing 5 per cent. in- 
terest. 

The present bill is the outgrowth of 
more than a hundred years of agita- 
tion. The thought of an university first 
came to Washington, while command- 
ing the revolutionary army. Subse-

CANTON (0.,) Dec. 12.—Mrs. Nancy 
Allison McKinley, the aged mother of 
the President, died shortly after 2 
o’clock this morhing. Almost two weeks 
had elapsed since the stroke of paral- 
ysis, which was at once pronounced 
fatal, and the wonderful vitality which 
had kept death at bay so long, had de- 
luded the friends and relatives into the 
belief that the aged woman might, 
.perhaps, recover despite the verdict of 
her physician. But unmistakable signs 
of approaching dissolution were seen 
early yesterday morning, and at night- 
fall it was evident that death must 
come before morning. 

The demise of Mrs. McKinley was 
painless. All night long the members 
of the family were watching and wait- 
ing for the time of dissolution. From 
11 o’clock until the time of the death, 
the McKinley house was quiet and 
shrouded in a stillness that was sug- 
gestive of the mournful scenes within 
the walls. No response could be ob- 
tained by messengers or reporters who 
sought in vain for news. 

Shortly before midnight the attend- 
ants discovered what were thought to 
be certain signs of dissolution. The fact 
was communicated to the inmates of 
the household, who had gone to their 
rooms, but had not retired for the 
night. Around the deathbed where the 
final scene was enacted were President 
McKinley. his wife; Abner McKinley, 
Mrs. Duncan and Miss Helen McKin-

They are all flee- 
ing from starvation, which is now more 
threatening than ever. 

From the Indian himself not much 
information could be obtained, but the 
letters that he brought out are ‘suffi- 
cient to make those who have friends 
in the interior of the far northern coun- 
try feel anxious for them,-and were the | 
means of making a number of men who”* 
had started for Dawson turn their 
faces southward.

The report of the chief consul and 
secretary-treasurer show the division to 
be in a flourishing condition, and plans 
were adopted, which will undoubtedly 
result in a large increase in member- 
ship and great benefit to the members. 

Relative to the claims of riders who 
seek to establish for themselves ‘the 
record of a mile in one minute, a New 
York City manufacturer has calculated 
that to ride a mile in one minute a man 
would have to make three revolutions 
of his feet in one second with a 112 
gear. With 134 gear, two and one-half 
revolutions per second would re- 
quired, while with two revolutions per 
second, a-gear of 168 is necessary. 
Michael, when riding a mile in two 
minutes with 106 gear, makes 1 23-100 
revolutions a second with his feet. If 
@ man could move his feet at a rate of 
one and one-half revolutions a second, 
for sixty seconds, he would require a 
gear of 224 in order to cover a mile in 
that time. Is this possible? — 

A Massachusetts manufacturer, who 
claims to have struck something in the 
line of sprocket design which keeps 
the chain free from dirt, is giving an 
interesting window exhibition in his 
New York store. By means of a reg- 
istering machine he shows that the 
draft with the new device is much less 
while mud and grit are being shoveled 
on the chain than with the ordinary 
sprockets under the same conditions. 
He does not work in the same way or 
get the same results as Prof. Carpen- 
ter, of Cornell University, New York, 
who proved that with a chain kept 
perfectly clean the loss of traction 
through friction Is only 1 per cent,, 
while with a chain having the average 
amount of dirt. collected through ex- 


posure, the frictional loss is from 10 to 
40 per cent. Bevel gears, inclosed, 
show less fraction than a dirty chain, 
according to the professor, but more 
than the clean chain. The experiments 
of Prof. Carpenter have had much to 
do with the conversion of cycle makers 
to the idea of adopting the inclosed 
chain model and the facts are interest- 
ing for all riders to ponder. They cer- 
tainly seem to demonstrate the wisdom 
of adopting gear cases for chain wheels 
and the prejudices of riders are fast 
disappearing. Gear-case invention has 
been exceedingly prolific in this coun- 
try since the American gear-case made 
its first appearance at the Chicago 
show last January. Improvements 
have been made rapidly and today 
America is as far ahead of England in 
this line as it is in the matter of rims 
spokes. Several manufacturers 
are still importing English cases, but 
the riders in this locality seem to pass 
them by in favor of the American 
make. The Bnglish case is made to 
protect from mud and the metal joints 
do not shut out fine dust.as do the rub- 
ber-bound joints of the American ar- 
ticle. It is only necessary to call to 
mind the rubber-tube connection with 
a gas burney, in order to realize that 
rubber is the only substance capable of 
forming a perfectly tight connection. 


Boxing. 

On Friday night next before the 
Manhattan Athletic Club, Bob Thomp- 
son of Salt Lake and Ben Maxwell of 
Stockton, both colored, meet in a fif- 
ieen-round go for a percentage of the 
gate receipts. 

Both men are well known as game 
boxers, and no one imagines the bout 
will last the number of rounds fixed as 
a limit. The men are in training, and 
are working hard. So far as a choice 
between them, the bout being at catch 
Weights, it is a toss-up. Maxwefll is 
probably the cleverer boxer of the two, 
but he is not as hard a hitter, nor as 
great a rusher as Thompson, who is 
noted for his ability to take punish- 
ment and give it when he gets a chance.

IN THE OIL FIELDS. 


BOYLE HEIGHTS TERRITORY MAY 


BE ABANDONED. 


Big Sales by Oil Producers’ Trus- 
tees—Development in Eastern 
and Western Extensions—Re- 
view of Exploitation in Whit- 
tier District. 


A dead calm has followed the excite- 
ment that characterized the uncovering 
of a stray streak of oil sand in the 
western section of Boyle Heights, near 
the junction of St. Louis and Emer- 
son streets. This sand was reached 
at a depth of about 550 feet, and was, 
apparently, very rich ‘in petroleum. 
After the “head” was pumped off at 
the well, much disappointment fol- 
lowed the discovery that the sand was 
less than five feet in thickness, and 
that the oil would be quickly ex- 
hausted Scott & Loftus, the expioiters, 
thought it possible that valuable oil 
strata would be uncovered at a greater 
depth, and resumed drilling operations, 
only to be confronted by a heavy flow 
of water at a depth of 830 feet. The 
water-bed was in true oil-sand forma- 
tion, but the in-rush of waters at some 
former period had washed the petro- 
leum out of it. Hoping to find a sec- 
ond oil sand prolific in the sought-for 
treasure, drilling operations were prose- 
cuted with renewed vigor. Had the 
Grill penetrated this sand and hung up 
on rock or other resistant stratum, the 
operators would have cased off the wa- 
ter and gone down to oil sand; or elise 
Grilled deep enough to clearly demon- 
strate that paying oil strata do not 
exist in that locality. But with the 
increase of depth the volume of water 
also increased, and finally led to a 
change of programme that virtually 
means early abandonment of the site. 
The drill hole has been filled in with 
wash rock, cement, sand and other 
material above the point where water 
was uncovered, and as soon as the 
‘“pnacking’’ hardens the water will be 
pumped out and the little oil that is 
supposed to exist in the thin stratum 
of oil sand will be pumped out, after 
which the well will doubtless be aban- 
doned. 

When the oil was first discovered the 
site was visited dai'y by mary investors 
and idle spectators, and the owners of 
adjacent property were besicged by 
would-be purchasers and lessees. One 
nearby land-owner says Seven men were 
trying to secure his property, but he 
put them. off with the advice to await 
the result of further devlopment. 

The future may witness the uncover- 
ing of valuable oil strata on the East 
Side, but at the present time there are 
no ind'cations to justify “great expecta- 
tions.”’ 

OIL PRODUCERS’ TRUSTEES. 
“Bach day witnesses marked im- 
provement in the oil situation!” This 
was the declaration of E. Strasburg, 
secretary and general manager of the 
Oil Producers’ Trustees, when inter- 
viewed the latter part of the week. 
“We are making sales right along, 
and I have just closed some deals at 
$1 per barrel,”’ he added. ‘The trus- 
tees have made two good block sales, 


one of 30,000 barrels for shipment to 


San Francisco, and another of 20,000 
barrels for delivery in this city. Dur- 
ing the past month our people have 
sold nearly seventy thousand barrels. 
The putting in of iron tanks and the 
firm manner in which the oil producers 
stood together during the shutdowns 
have been stromge factors in restoring 
the market to a healthy condition. The 
foundation is in for one of cur tanks. 
and about four feet of the sides have 
been riveted. Another week will see 
this tank ready for the reception of 
oil. Our second tank is on the road and 
will soon be put up, giving us over 
sixty-six thousand barrels of iron tank- 
age. There will be a shortage of oil 
within a few months unless new terri- 
tory is opened, and the outlook in that 
direction is not encouraging. The 
Boyle Heights bubble has burst, and 
other exploitations on the East Side 
have resulted in nothing but heavy ex- 
penses. I would not be surprised if oil 
is sold within ninety days at $1.25 per 
barrel. Of course our people are ask- 
ing but $1 per barrel, but if persons 
outside the combination make quick 
sales at better prices, what can we 
do?”’ 
EASTERN EXTENSION. 

Oil development is being vigorously 
prosecuted at both ends of the eastern 
extension. At the west end of this new 
territory several drilling rigs are in 
operation. Parker & Frick are putting 
in a rig farthest west, their new site 
being at the northwest corner of the 
junction of Ramona avenue with Al- 
pine street. They have secured two 
lots there and may drill three or four 


- wells upon them. They have a drill at 


work in well No. 2, at the southeast 
corner of New Depot street and Ra- 
mona avenue, 300 feet north of their 
later seat of operations. True oil sand 
probably extends under these lots, and 
the exploiters express confidence in 
such trend, basing their Judgment upon 
the formation at the former.site. 
Carl & Baker’s new well, ‘frear. the 
southwest corner of Ramona avenue 
and New Depot street, is pumping a 
satisfactory product. fork will prob- 
ably begin upon well No. 2 at this site 


within a few days. They have a force 
at work putting in a substantial pump- 
ing plant at this site. 

Mr. Baisley is a new exploiter inthis 
territory. He is making preparations 
for drilling a well on the west side of 

mona avenue, nearly opposite the 
territory of Parker & Frick, and Car! 
& Baker. It is possible that his site 
is too far north to develop paying olil- 
sand. A sump hole has been excavated 
and machinery: is being hauled to the 
grounds. 

Proudfit & Craig have erected a der- 
rick and are putting in the drilling ma- 
chinery in the rear of the lots situated 
at the southeast corner of College 
etreet and Ramona avenue. If oil is 
secured in paying quantities two or 
three wells will be drilléd upon these 
lots. Just across the street, and about 
seventy-five feet distant is the site 
abandoned by the Rex Oil Company a 
few weeks ago on account of a heavy 
floty of water. But a very few feet 
often intervenes betweena paying well 
and an abandoned site. This is notably 
true as development approaches the 
exterior boundaries of the oil strata. 
The location of producing welis farther 
east seems to indicate that Proudfit & 
Craig’s operations are safely within 
the oil strata. 

Fletcher & Daggett’s new well, at the 
northeast corner of Pearl and Col- 
lege streets, has not yet arrivea at the 
tubing stage. A crooked hole necessi- 
tated the removal of the derrick a few 
feet two or three weeks ago, greatly 
delaying the work of developing their 
oil lots in this locality. 

Work is in progress at the Los An- 
geles Oil Company’s new site, on the 
north side of College street and 150 
feet west from the above property. 

The drill is in operation at the Amer- 
ican Crude Oil Company's new site on 
the west side of Pearl street, between 
New Depot and College streets. Driller 
Cole has charge of the work. 

Two new tanks have been erected 
near the above property by the Rom- 
mel Oil Company. One well has been 
drilled at this site by that company, 
and three more will be developed upon 
its three lots in this locality. The wells 
recently opened in this section by the 
Bradford Oil Company, the Off Oil 
Company and others, are fair produc- 
ers. 

The Pennsylvania O!! Company has 
drilled’ two wells on the south side of 
College street, nearly opposite the Mu- 
rietta property. The company has sgse- 
cured a lease upon seven lots in this lo- 
cality and will drill at least one well 
upon each of them. Deputy Sheriff 
Sheldon is interested in the lots, and 
will receive one-twelfth of the oil de- 
veloped here by the Pennsylvania Oil 
company. This is good oil territory. 

The Capitol Oil Company has had bad 
luck with one of its wells on Adobe 
street, just north of the ‘“‘pit,”’ and has 
decided to abandon the weil, on ac- 
count of a crooked hole. The derriek 


will be removed a few fect. prepara- 


tory to drilling a new well. This prop- 
erty is centrally located within the oil 
strata. 

Work has begun at 
Akins’s new site, on the east side of 
Yale street, south of Bernardo street. 

Development is still progressing in 
the farthest eastern extension. The 
wells being opened are small producers 
and unsatisfactory. The principal op- 
erations are under the direction of the 
Milwaukee Oil Company, Green & 
Whittier. Nettleten & Kellerman, 
Young & Miller, and the Rex Oil Com- 
pany. Two pumping plants are, being 
put in south of the Catholic Cemetery. 


S. H. Drew is the owner of one, and) 


the gther is being engineered by Net- 
tleton & Kellerman. 
. AT THE WEST END. 

The wells of the western extension 
are still producing a moderate product, 
and are not declining as rapidly as 
those at the east end, although they 
have been pumped much longer. They 
are not so close together, the sand is 
much thicker and the gravity of the 
oil about 3 deg. lower. At the east end, 
in more than one instance, two wells 
have been Grilled upon a single thirty- 
foot lot. 

Only one drilling rig is in operation 
in this territory. It is at work in well 
No. 2 of Dr. Lamhb’s development at 


ing, and gives promise of becoming a 
good producer at a depth of only 700 
fect. This company ts also prosecuting 
development upon well No. 7, which 
has reached a depth of 1400 feet, and 
gives indications of becoming a valua- 
ble property. In the different sections 
of this fleld there is great Variance in 
the depth at which oil gand is uncov- 
ered. 

Water has been uncovered at the site 
of the Home Oil Company's develop- 
ment. The drillers are at work upon 
this company’s first well in the Whit- 
tier district. Water was reached at a 
depth of 1200 feet. The result of this 
unwelcome find cannot be known for 
some time, Lut it is thought it may 
not lead to abatytonment. 

After six months’ work the Mutual 
Oil Company has reached a depth of 
but 1100 feet in its first well. The out- 
look is encouraging for the uncovering 
of valuable oil strata. 

The East Whittier Land and Water 
Company is “fishing” at a depth of 1100 
feet in its first well. It is also battling 
with water. 

Oil exploitation is*expensive in this 
territory, and results are uncertain.

ter of unceasing solicitude. The Mas- 
ter lightened the darkness and filled 
He did not 
tell us all that is to be told; but He 
told us as much as We are able to take 
in, and all that we need for the fulfill- 
ing of the purpose of this life. In 
what He said we have the most satis- 
fying assurances. In the Christian 
conception the redeemed life beyond is, 
first of all, unl and infinitely in ad- 
vance of this/life. It is not a mere re- 
petition of “earthly existence, or oer 


it differ merely in being a disembodied 
life. It must be of its own order, and 
yet fitted for those whose beginnings 
have been in the flesh, a life into which 
is brought the powers, qualities and 
the training of the life which now is. 
For this life there must be a place 
as well as a condition, locality as surely 
as individuality. The Master left yo 
doubt on this point in what He said 
of the future of His children. 

“Whatever ministries the departed 
may have for us it is a very unsatis- 
factory thought that they are re- 
strained within the limits of our at- 
mosphere, and are in constant sight of 
our sin, faults and contentions. More 
repellant is the thought that our 
loved ones, who have gone from our 
sight, play fantastic tricks for the 
entertainment of the public in dark- 
ened halls or disturb us in the night or 
in ghostly attire prowl about grave- 
yards to the terror of belated way- 
farers. In the Christian conception 
the life beyond cannot be described by 
the language and figures which we now 
use. We have brought our choicest 
imagery and most refined language, 
while we have comforted and strength- 
ened our hearts, the real life beyond 
has, at best, been only announced, as- 
sured, but not described. ‘Eye hath 
not seen nor ear heard, neither have en- 
tered into the heart of man the things 
which God hath prepared for them that 
love Him.’ Meanwhile, thank God that 
we are not made to wait till we reach 
it before we can know of heaven, or of 
the way thither. 

“In the Christian conception the life 
of the redeemed is glorious and har-.« 
monious because it is wholly in accord 
with the will and spirit of the Lord. 
It will be one of unhampered condi- 
tions and thought; no. sickness, no’ 
weakness, no benumbing, no wasting 
of life or vital forces. And all the 
training and requirements of this life 
indicate that it is to be a life of under- 
And in the 
Christian conception there will be 
found in the redeemed life beyond, all 
that is necessary to make heaven a 
satisfying home forever. If the happy 
soul does not find the earthly types 
there, he will find the unspeakable re- 
alities which these types were set to 
express; what he finds will be in- 
finitely beyond what he had conceived. 
There will be no disappointments: no 
homesickness. Each will say, ‘This is 
what it should be; more than we could 
ask.’ Realizing what the Psalmist an- 
ticipated, he will cry, ‘Awaking in Thy: 
likeness, I am _ satisfied.’ Perhaps no 
description of the life beyond is better 
than this: ‘It eternally satisfies the re- 
deemed soul in its highest estate,’ ”’ 


‘6 OW much, then,isaman of more 
J wane than a sheep?” Matthew 
xii, 12, was the text taken yes- 
terday by Rev. Burt Estes Howard for 
his sermon on the subject of ‘‘“Man- 
hood vs. Mutton,” or the ethical value 
of man as opposed to the material and 
commercial. In substance, Mr. How- 


ard said: 
The religion which Jesus held had 
two main characteristics; a profound 
reverence for, and faith in, God; and a 
profound reverence for, and faith in, 
humanity. The task of Jesus was to 
bring the thought of men back from 
the vagueness of a religion which had 
a perfunctory reverence for a mechan- 
ical God, and little or no reverence for 
humanity except as adorned by mate- 
rial acquirement, to the idea of a per- 
sonal and paternal God, and to plant 
in the mind of the world a sense of the 
inherent worth of manhood. In fact, 
he insisted that a true faith in God 
carried with it logically a true faith 
in man. He could not see how one could 
believe in God, and not believe in man. 
He could not understand why belief 
in God as He declared Him, did not 
necessitate a belief in. the divine mdn- 
hood which He Himself had manifested 
to them. By the words: “I and the 
Father are one,’ Jesus forever com- 
mitted Himself to the divineness of 
humanity. He declared by this speech 
that the vlace to look for God is not 
in temples and fanes and sacred shrines 
but in the heart of a holy manhood. 
Jesus did not begin to account of a 
man at the point of a specific material 
accumulatjyon, but at the point of a 
moral possibility.

Christ and the Poor. 
HE REV. D. A. M’RAE, pastor of 
the Third Presbyterian Church, 
took as his subject, “Christ and the 
Poor,” and preached from the text, 
Matthew xi, 5: “And the poor have the 


gospel preached to them.” “There 
never lived a bolder braver 
preacher than John the Baptist. All 


classes came under this scathing de- 
nunciator of sin. Even the dissolute, 
cruel and tyrannical Herod did not 
escape. It is clear that Jesus regarded 
the fact of His preaching the gospel to 
the poor aS the strongest reason in sup- 
port of His divine mission. Jestts 
found the human race divided into two 
great opposing classes, the rich and 
the poor. He found the Dixes type 
and He found the Lazarus type. e 
came to save all. But when He desires 
to adduce the strongest proof of His 
mission, He says ‘And the poor have 
the gospel preached to them.’ The 
pyramids of Egypt, the smoldering 
mounds of Babylon and Assyria, the 
historical records of Greece and Rome, 
the statesmen and philosophers of 
heathendom, all combine to show that 
by far the greater part of the human 
race, previous to the advent of Christ, 
was held in chains of hasest slavery. 
A distinguished writer says the condi- 
tion of more than one-half of the race 
Was worse than that of any cattle 
whatsoever. This staté of things ob- 
tained not contrary to, but in perfect 
harmony with, the spirit of the age. 
Jesus was born in poverty; reared in 
poverty; lived in poverty, and died in 
poverty, that He might convince the 
world that the deepest and the most 
enduring principle in the nature of God 
is undying love for His erring chil- 
dren. The poor, the toiling masses, me- 
chanics, artisans, farmers, sailors and 
fishermen, soon discovered in the life 
of the poorly-clad, poorly-fed, poorly- 
housed Nazarene a sympathy and love 
that attracted and conquered them. 
The common people heard Him gladly. 
Is the reverse not true of our age? The 
common people, the poor, do not flock 
to the Christian church. More than 
one-half of the population of Europe 
and America, the toilmg masses, never 
enter a church. The wealthy are in 
the church, the poor are outside. The 
true reason is found in the appalling 
fact that the church has to largely par- 
taken of the life of Dives, has become 
identified with Dives, has clothed itself 
in purple and fine linen, while Lazarus 
lies at the door clad in rags and filled 


with sores.

The Instinct of Liberty. 

EV. A. A. RICE, pastor of the 
R tniversaiisis gave at Caledonia 

Hall his second discourse of the se- 
ries on “The Universalism of Nature,” 
the topic being ‘The Instinct of Lib- 
erty.” John viii, 36: “If the Son shall 
make you free ye shall be free indeed,” 
was his text. In brief, he said: “This 
text recognizes the unalienable instinct 
of liberty in man which demands prog- 
ress toward life by the abolition of both 
external and internal restraint. It pre- 
supposes outward bondage, which the 
Jews would not admit and speaks di- 
rectly of freedom from sin, which is 
coextensive with humanity. Its whole 
force rests on the axiomatic fact of 
man’s instinct of freedom. That this 
instinct is a natura! endowment, even 
as love and the moral sense are en- 
dowments of the race, is shown by 
the action both of those who are most 
heavily bound in this life and of such 
as enjoy comparative freedom. The 
best treated slave, even when  con- 
vinced that his position yields him more 
blessing than he could procure by him- 
self, yet implores for freedom as the 
boon of all boons. The action of John 
Brown in his well-meant but unwise 
attempt to arouse public sentiment 
against slavery by seizing the govern- 
ment arsenal at Harper's Ferry, was 
but the voice of an inherent passion of 
liberty. All human history, from the 
building of the pyramids of Egypt by 
slaves three thousand years ago, to the 
growing of the cotton and the cane of 
the nineteenth century, by the enforced 
labor of the kidnaped, African, is but 
the portrayal of that looking to liberty 
which is as natural for man as to think 
and to feel. All the world’s record of 
man’s enslavement to sin is the un- 
mistakable utterance of a great cry 
for the freedom his nature demands. 
What are we to say about this natural 
attribute of the human soul? What dces 
it argue for the outcome of our exist- 
ence? Its very universality bears the 
prediction ef unlimited release, and its 
aim and tendency as historically ob- 
served indicate its potency for univer- 
sal liberation. Herein is no intimation 


based in any degree upon His concep- 
tion of man as an economic factor, but 
as a moral personality. When He put . 
the question: “‘How much, then, is a. 
man of more value than @ sheep?’ He 
was making a clean-cut issue between | 
the measurement of aman that isbased | 
on purely economic considerations, and | 
that based on moral and ethical consid- 
erations. Plainly, the case is Personal- 
ity vs. Prosperity; Manhood vs. Mut- 
ton. He tolerated no dogma that de- 
graded man. He respected no rend- 
ering of the religious law that restricted 
the free movement of men toward a 
larger and truer moral life. 

In the mind of Jesus the development 
of man is a far larger quantity than 
the development of a cult or of a code. 
Jesus measured the value of all things 
by. their bearing on human life. The 
man, and not the creed or the ritual, 
was primary. God was not trying to 
fill the world with dogmas or dogma- 
tists, but with free moral beings.’ The 
universe was noc pledged to the task 
of making ecclesiastics or religionists, 
but to the task of making men. 

When He asked His question: “How 
much, then, is a man of more value 
than a sheep,” Jesus forever defined the 
attitude of true Christianity toward the 
problems of life. He forever made it 
impossiblé for those who would be His 
disciples to found their judgment of 
men on mere economic considerations, 
or on any considerations other than 
the inherent value of man as man. 

Sheep represented money value, on 
economic worth. Man, even the most

Jesus!” he said. “Can it be-that any

man could be offended in Him who de- 
sires only his gootw? He left all honor 
and glory and power to come into a 
world poisoned by sin and smitten with 
death, to bring life and immortality to 
light. John, however, did not possess | 
s© complete a knowledge of the vast ' 
influence of that life. He had known 
him but a brief period, and he was 
now confined a prisoner in the gloomy 
prison of Machaerus. But look closely 
at the message which he sent to Jesus: 
‘Art thou He that cometh, or look we 
for another?’ and you will find a ray 
of hone and faith in the surrounding 
darkness. For if he did mot somehow 
believe that this was the Promised 
One would he have sent to Him at 
all, least of all with the evident dispo- 
sition to accept His answer as the very 
truth? And with touching tenderneges, 
Jesus strengthens his faith, affords him 
the needed comfort, while yet gentle 
pointing out to him his danger. Would 
you learn tact in dealing with men, 
learn of Jesus. Our causes of aliena- 
tion from our Lord are vastly inferior 
to those of John. How very small in 
comparison! Yet they are none the less 
subtle. They creep upon us silently, 
gradually gaining in power till they 
have carried us away from our Savior 
and Friend. The anxieties of life cause 
humerous privations, which, instead of 
leading to Him, too frequently carry 
men away. So the deceitfulness of 
riches, and the over-valuation of the 
pleasures of life, till we cease bearing 
the onee cheerful testimony and He 
becomes to us a source of offense and 
rebuke to a self-willed course. Are we 
being drawn from Him: are we jn- 
doubt concerning Him, we ahonuld do | 
as did John. Jesus is ever near. His 
power is just: as great, His love un- 
changeable. He can yet restore sight | 
to the blinded eyes, hearing to those | 
deaf to His word, raise the dead in sin. 
Behold, therefore, the blessings of fidel- | 
ity to Him. And though John be the. 
greatest among the sons of men, the 
least in the kingdom of heaven, is | 
Sreater than the greatest of earth.” 


Reincarnation. 
BBOT B. CLARK lectured at Bla- 
Vatsky Hall last night. He said, in 
part, that In the Golden Age, when 
deep philosophy and true science flour- 
ished, men knew and realized the fact 
of reincarnation. An immortal soul can 
never have begun existence in this life. 
for it is without beginning or end. The 
object of earth life is for the evolution 
and growth of the soul. All have free 
Will and each is always what he wills 
to be. Heredity cannot explain the 
inequaities of life, and many other 
things that reincarnation explains logi- 
cally and reasonably. Force of char- 
acter needs time to develop, yet we 
find. many instances of great-souled 
genius exhibiting itself in children’s 
bodies, as, for instance, the wonderful 
power enshrined in the child form of 
little Poloma Schramm. Law is uni- 
versal and force indestructible. Effects 
must follow causes, and so as man has 
a single material desire, that force will 
draw him back to earth life. None can 
pass on to higher spheres until they 
have learned and mastered all the les- 
sons that this world can teach. 


Materialism, 
EV. JOHN R. JONES spoke to a 
large audience at the Central 
Presbyterian Church yesterday 
from the text, Proverbs xxili, 23: “Buy 
the truth and sell it not.”” He said: 
“The age in which we live is one of 
industrial splendor and material great- 
ness. It is no wonder that materialism 
in social, political and personal life 
holds a firm hand. Only in the light of 
this mad materialism can the history 
of the century be interpreted. True, 
there are great and unselfish acts of 
national life, such as the abolishment 
of the slave trade by the English, and 


after years of bloody toil and sacrifice 
of priceless manhood by the American

government, but the prevailing ten- 
dency and dominating policy are for 
conquest, too often at the exense of 
honor. The love of money is the key¢« 
to the national policies of recent years. 

“How refreshing the sacred word, 
when in the midst of buying: and sell- 
ing, land for land and souls for things, 
it declares, ‘Buy the truth and sell it 
not;’ purchase that which makes for 
health, happiness, character and eter- 
nal gicry. Nature knows no such 
thing as- gambling. Something for 
something is her law. She demands an 
eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth. 
The short-sighted man thinks differ- 
ently; he sees the gambler flourishing 
like a green bay tree, his bank account 
growing, his home a palace of art, the 
smiles of men and their flattering 
plaudits’ gréet him everywhere. He 
has gained something for nothing. But 
nature is inexorable. Time ccmes when 
the tears and cries of the widow and 


orphans come before God, and the} 


blood money is repaid with interest. 
For dollars and houses and lands the 
man pays the loss of relf-respect, the 
pangs of an outraged conscience, and 
the wreck of an immortal soul. 

' “In grace also the ‘law is not abro-. 
gated. Salvation is free, but it requires 
repentance, the renunciation of selfish 
Interest, and the consecration of self. 
These are not the meretorious bases of 
eternal life, but the sacrifice of Christ 
is. For the pardon, peace and power of 
‘the Chrisiian life Jesus has paid the 
price in his once offering up of him- 
self a sacrifice to satisfy divine jus- 
tice. In the economy of the divine gov- 
ernment something for something is 
the unvarying law. The price for the 
truth in personal, social and national 
life is, first, work; second, obedience, 
third, self-sacrifice, and, fourth, inces- 
sant conflict. History is the record of 
the strife between error’and tiuth. On 
ihe side of error are kings and princes, 
sometimes popes and councils, milltary 
geniuses and all the art of war. On the 
side of truth are the noble army of re- 
formers and martyrs, and above al) 
and through all and in all, the eternal 
God.”

Re HUGH K. WALKER, pastor 
of

Church, preached last evening on 
“Construction, not Destruction, the Di- 
vine Law,” taking as his text, Ezekiel 
xxxvi, 36: “Then the nation shall know 
that I the Lord build the ruined 
places.”” He said in part: “Is it not 
true that the Lord, In the very broad- 
est sense, is indeed the one who builds 
up the ruined places? Was not this 
the significance of that wonderfully 
conciliatory yet Suggestive and §far- 
reaching declaration. of Jesus, when he 
said ‘I came not to destroy, but to ful- 
fill.’ Construction, not destruction, is 
the divine law, and the varied prvots 
and illustrations of it gleam like dia-

“See how He has built up the na- 


tions—new ones out of the ruins of the 
old! New races out of the decay of the 
old!. And so through. al! secial evolu- 
ticn—the structure of one social sys- 
tem, falling into ruin. and the rearing 
of another and better fabric out of the 
material of the old. The history of 
civilization {s a record of a iong flight 
of steps, th: one built upen the other, 
ranging usually upward, but sometimes 
a landing where there seems to be a 
standstill, and sometimes a few steps 
it may be downward. And the material 
out of which this stairway is built are 
societies and races and nations which 
have tumbled into ruin. And so it is 
also with the individual, as with society 
at large. Our dead selves are indeed 
stepping stones by which we rise to 
hicher things. Our mistakes, our fail- 
ures, our blunders, are the ruins out 
of which a better manhood is built. 
And in al! this vast workshop, the lv- 
ing God, as the Master Workman, 
huilds up the ruined places. 

“But coming now from the realm of 
nature to that of grace—is not the 
ame divine law ag construction mani- 
How has the divine Father re- 
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urally, to be sure, but never contra- 
Above nature, but 

against nature. Waing this finite and 
Visible world to express as many qual- 
ities and attributes of the infinite as 
possible; the later revelation always 
built upon some earlier one.

Mayor Reed of San Diego, who passed 
through the city on Saturday, en route 
home from a trip to the East, expressed 
himself while here with much surprise 
and gratification over the steady and 
rapid growth of Los Angeles. He first 
saw the pueblo in 1870—twenty-seven 
years ago—and has watched its prog- 
ress ever since, along with that of his 
own city. Mr. Reed believes in all 
California, and desires to see every 
part and section of the State develop 
according to its resources and possibil- 
ities and the energy of its people. He 
does not think that the construction of 
the authorized deep-sea harbor at San 
Pedro would be a calamity, nor even an 
injury, to any spot or section of the 
Coast. He considers it, therefore, 
hardly necessary for him to put ina 
denial that he went to Washington for 
the purpose of opposing an improve- 
ment already authorized by Congress. 
And as for the still greater growth and 
yet larger population of Los Angeles, 
he—being neither narrow nor jealous— 
by no means deprecates these certain 
results of the near future, because, like 
a wise man, he knows that the inevita- 
ble overflow will benefit all the sur- 
rounding towns, cities and _ villages, 
and, in fact, the southern country gen- 
erally. 


FUTURE OF ALASKA. 

Under this head, the Colfax Gazette 
publishes an article which contains a 
number of more or less remarkable 
statements. We find the article re- 
published in an eastern trade journal 
which is largely devoted to booming 
the Klondike mines. Colfax is a lit- 
tle town in Placer county, on the 
Southern Pacific railroad, and is 
known mainly as a sort of “jump- 
ing-off” place, at the junction of a 
branch line. How the editor of the 
Gazette came to absorb such peculiar 
ideas in regard to Alaska is not 
known, but perhaps he has nothing 
to do between trains. 

The Gazette informs us that the 
climate of Alaska is less severe than 
that of the same latitude in Siberia. 
This may be quite true, and yet the 
climate of both regions may be cold 
enough to freeze the tail off a dog, 
which, from some personal knowledge 
of the climatic terrors of that hyper- 
borean land, we believe it can do. We 
are also informed that, in addition to 
its mineral wealth, the southern half of 
the Territory will raise various agri- 
This is contrary 
to the opinion expressed by govern- 
ment experts, but then the editor of 
the Colfax paper may possibly have 
superior sources of information. It 
is even possible that pineapples may 
be profitably raised in Alaska—under 
glass—provided the little Alaska boys 
are not so much addicted to stone- 
throwing as their brethren in Los An- 
geles. 

Our northern contemporary is not, 
however, content with a description 
of the wonderful agricultural re- 
sources of Alaska. He proceeds fo 
give some advice to those who go up 
there in search of gold, and says, “it 
is perhaps the intention of those who 
go there to make their fortunes to 
step out and leave the whole country 


to its fate just as soon as they have 


accumulated their pile. Such a course 
would be base in the extreme. To 
this grand Territory, which nature 
has endowed so magnificently in spite 
of its glaciers and snowfields, every 
man who gets a fortune out of it 
owes something—owes much. He 
owes it to western civilization to do 
sOmething for the country, in return 
for what it has done for him.” 

Hear! hear! | 

The-Gazette proceeds to state that 
Alaska “is capable of becoming the 
home ¢f millions of intelligent, com- 
fortable and happy people.” We 


might be willing to admit the ‘“mil- 
lions,” but as to the “intelligent” and 
“comfortable” part of the business 
we must be allowed to demur. A 
man who would be permanently com- 
fortable in Alaska would not, in our 
opinion, be very intelligent, and a 
man who is intelligent would not be 
permanently comfortable. And there 
you are! 

This Solon of the Sierras proceeds 
to say: “Its morasses must be 
drained, roads, railways, and tele- 
graphs must be constructed, schools, 
churches and theaters must be built, 
the coal and oil fields of the Terri- 
tory must be developed, and manu- 
factories and industries suitable to 
the region introduced.” The idea. of 
draining the morasses of Alaska is a 
new one, which had not occurred to 
us. Particulars of the drainage scheme 
that has doubtless been elaborated by 
our Colfax contemporary will be 
eagerly awaited by the public, espe- 
cially as to the method in which he 
proposes to overcome the slight ob- 
stacle of melting the morasses before 
he drains them; or does he perhaps 
expect to have the whole job com- 
pleted during the ninety days of an 
Alaskan summer? 

The bright ideas of the Placer- 
county editor on this subject are, how- 
ever, by no means exhausted. Here 
are some more suggestions: ‘“Rein- 
deer ranges, taking the place of the 
great cattle ranges of our present 
Northwest, may be started, furnish- 
ing fresh meat to the whole Terri- 


bilities for civilization in Alaska, Let 
those whom Alaska lifts above want 
and privation be not ungrateful.” 

Reindeer ranches would undoubtedly 
be an excellent thing, but 
would suggest a still further im- 
provement in the line of mammoth 
‘preserves. It is steadfastly believed 
by many of the Alaskan natives that 
remains of the great tribes of mam- 
moth which once roamed over Alaska 
still live in the interior. If a few 
of these animals could be caught— 
and nature allowed to do the rest, 
a la gondola—a lucrative’ business 
might be built up in supplying mam- 
moth steaks to the Yukon gold- 
seekers. Tusks would also have 
great value for their ivory, and the 
skeletons would fetch good prices 
for museums, although the gradual 
increase of the mammoth herds would 
doubtless, in course of time, bear the 
skeleton market—not polar-bear them, 
but just plain bear. 

_As the editor of the Gazette truth- 
fully remarks, “‘there are undreamed- 
of possibilities for civilization in 
Alaska.” At least, he appears to be 
so far the only man who has dreamed 
of those above referred to.

‘JUDGE LYNCH’S COURT. 


THREE NEGROES TRIED BEFORE 
IT FOR MURDER. 


Picturesque Proceedings at Banks- 
ton Ferry, Miss.—The Prisoners 
Acknowledge They Were with 
Murderer Lewis, but the Crowd 
Releases Them. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HAZLEHURST (Miss.,) Dec. 12.—In 
an open field, without. a house in sight, 
on a high hillside, with a crowd of 
eager men waiting to avenge the ter- 
rible murder that had taken place in 
Lawrence county, in case a conviction 
was reached by the impromptu court, 
the scene lighted by flaring pine-knot 
torches held aloft in the hands of the 
waiting mob, the three negroes, Giles 
Berry, Will Powell and Tom Wallen, 
stood trial for their lives last nighi at 
Bankston Ferry. According to reports 
received at this place from a messenger 
who arrived from the scene about 1 
o'clock this afternoon, the quickly- 
constituted court did not arrive at a 
conclusion last night. The reports re- 
ceived here tonight from Georgetown 
state that the mob at 4 o’clock found 
Will Powell guilty and started for the 
scene of the killing to hang him. 

The negroes were arrested with 
Lewis, who was lynched Friday at the 
time of the original crime, but were 
released on their promising to appear 
next morning as witnesses. They did 
not put in an appearance when the 
trial was ready to begin, and search 
was made for them by the mob. The 
Search was successful and the negroes, 
when caught, were brought back. Then 
the suspicion that they were implicated 
with Lewis in the original crime arose, 
According to their own story, they 
were with Lewis the night before. 

The three men testified that they 
slept in a cotton house about a mile 
and a half from the Smith house, 
where the _ horrible butchery took 
place, and that Lewis was with them 
all night; at least, he was there when 
they went to sleep and was there when 
they awoke the next morning. 

There are about two hundred in the 
mob, constituting a committee of the 
Whole of the trial. Reliable reports re- 
ceived here today by a messenger who 
left the scene of the trial state that the 
mob is very moderate in its action, and 
has cooled down considerably. The 
negroes, though badly scared, maintain 
their denial of any complicity in the 
crime. <A telephone message from 
Hon. Walter Catchings of Georgetown 
States that two other negroes have 
been arrested on suspicion. 

FOUND NOT GUILTY. 

WESSON (Miss.,) Dee. 12.—The 
three negroes arrested in the Monticello 
neighborhood in conjunction with Char- 
ley Lewis, the negro lynched for the 
quintuple butchery of the Smith fam- 
ilv, were, after a long trial, declared 
not guilty, but given until Monday to 
leave the county. 


Stabbed His Father. 


SACRAMENTO, Dec. 12.—Joseph 
Bloomberg, a nineteen-year-old boy, 
this evening assaulted his father, Ja- 
cob Bloomberg, a second-hand dealer 
of this city, with a pocket knife, inflict- 
ing a number of severe, though not 
fatal wounds, about the head and face. 
Young Bloomberg, who is a dissolute, 
worthless fellow, Was abusing and 
kicking his little sister when the father 
interfered and ordered him to desist. 
The boy was arrested.

@ more private nature, held at the old 
homestead, It was learned, however, 
through the pastor of Mrs.McKinley’s 
church and members of the congrega- 
tion, as well as from friends, that the 
number who desired to pay their last 
tribute of respect to the beloved wo- 
man by attending the obsequies could 
not be accommodated with such ar- 
rangements, and church services were 
decided upon. Rev. Dr. Manchester, the 
pastor of the church, has announced 
that it is his desire and that he will 
extend an invitation to have the min- 
isters of all the churches of the city, 
of which there are about thirty, occupy 
the pulpit and participate in the ser- 
vices. 

Pall-bearer have been selected from 
among the older members of the church 
and those who for years have been 
close neighbors of the deceased. They 
are: Judge William R. Day, Hon. Wil- 
liam A. Lynch, the former Mayor; R. 
Cassidy, L. L. Miller, W. W., Clark, 
Judge T. J. McCarthy, David Zollars 
and former Mayor John F. Blake. 

The First Methodist Church, in which 
the services are to be held, is the one 
in which Mother McKinley worshiped 
during her residence in Canton, and in 
which she was found almost every 
Sunday morning, only serious indispo- 
sition orimportant circumstances keep- 
ing her away. Three weeks ago today 
she was in her pew as usual, and al- 
though she was nearly 89 years of age, 
she attended regularly all the while. 
This is also the congregation with 
which the President has been always 
associated. It was in this church that 
he was superintendent of the Sunday- 
school thirty years ago, and here that 
he always attended services when in 
Canton, usually going with his mother. 
They last attended together last Sep- 
tember, when the President was here 
during his summer vacation. The Pres- 
ident is a member of the board of 
trustees of the church. 

At daylight this morning, at the 
suggestion of some of the older mem- 
‘bers of the congregation that an old- 
time custom now almost obselete be 
observed, to publicly announce ,the 
death, the bell in the tower of the 
church slowly tolled off the years of her 


age. 

It is a coincidence that Mrs. McKin- 
ley died at almost the identical hour 
as did her husband on Thanksgiving 
day five years ago. 
|, .Presdent McKinley remained up until 
about 3:30 o’clock, a little more than 
one hour after the death, and then re- 
tired for a few hours’ sleep. During the 
forenoon he and his brother spent the 
greater part of an hour walking about 
the more secluded streets near home, 
securing much-needed exercise and 
fresh air. The President was greatly 
refreshed by the exercise, although 
even before this he seemed little the 
worse physically for the trying ordeal 
of the past days during which, except 
when he went to Washington, he kept 
an almost constant vigil at the bedside 
of his mother. 

In the afternoon the President and 
Abner McKinley drove to West Lawn 
Cemetery, about a mile west of the 
home, to attend personally to arrange- 
ments for the interment, which would 
be made in the family lot where re- 
pose the remains of the husband and 
father, and which adjoins the lot that 


| for more than twenty years has con- 


tained the bodies of the two children of 
the President and his wife, under 
carefully-kept mounds that are strewn 
with flowers whenever the parents 
come to Canton. Today the President 
tenderly and tearfully laid clusters of 
flowers on the graves, while the site 
of the mothers’ resting place was be- 
ing selected. Messages of condolence 
are pouring into the telegraph office 
from all quarters, and many friends 
have already called at the house to 
offer sympathy. 

Stewart L. Bowman of Loraine, the 
husband of one of Mrs. McKinley’s 
grandchildren, joined the family circle 
this morning. The children and grand- 
children, except Mrs. George B. Morse 
of San Francisco, a daughter of the 
late David McKinley, and all of the 
imediate family were here for the clos- 
ing scenes of life. Other relatives will 
come for the funeral. 

Assistant Secretary of State Day has 
remained, as an old friend of the Pres- 
ident, and is assisting in making the 
funeral arrangements. During her life, 
Mrs. McKinley showed a fondness for 
visiting with her ¢hildren, and besides 
having them at her home as much as 
possible, frequently visited their homes. 
She spent one winter with her son 
David in California, shortly before his 
death, and frequently went to Somer- 
set, Pa., the home of her son Abner, as 
well as to Pittsburgh, and later to 
Cleveland, the home of Duncan.

Secretaries Long and Gage are de- 
tained in Washington by pressing de- 
partmental duties. Vice-President Ho- 
bart will also remain here, his presence 
being necessary as the presiding 
officer of the Senate. The ladies of the 
party will be: Mrs. McKenna, Mrs. 
Gary, Mrs. Alger and Mrs. Porter. The 
arrangements for the journey are be- 
ing made here by Mrs. Porter. 

The party will have two private cars 
at their disposal. They will leave 
Washington at 7:10 p.m. over the Penn- 
Sylvania road, reaching Canton at 
about 10 o’clock the following morning. 
After an informal luncheon and a brief 
rest, the party will attend the funeral 
services and return by the evening 
train for Washington. The President’s 
car will probably be added to the train, 
and he will return at once to the White 
House.

JUMPED THE TRACK. 


PASSENGER TRAIN WRECKED 
SOUTH OF GILROY. 


Engine Goes Ovér a Fifteen-foot 
Embankment and Drags the 
Baggage Car Down. 


FIREMAN ROCKEFELLER HURT. 


PASSENGERS ESCAPE WITH A 
LIVELY SHAKING-UP. 


Schooner W. F. Witzemann Dam- 
aged in a Storm—A Ferryboat’s 
Mishap—Young Farmer Blows 
Out the Gas—Embezzier. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

GILROY, Dec. 12.—The local north- 
bound passenger train running between 
Hollister and Gilroy was wrecked at 
a point about four miles south of Gil- 
roy about 1 o’clock this afternoon. This 
train makes a trip from Gilroy to Hol- 
lister after connecting with the south- 
bound San Luis Obispo train, then re- 
turns to catch the north-bound train, 
an hour and a half later. The south- 
bound train was half an hour late, 
hence the Hollister local had to make 
a fast run to and from Hollister to 
reach Gilroy in time for the north 
train. 

The local, which was in charge of 
Conductor George W. Clark, a veteran 
conductor of over twenty years’ ex- 
perience on the coast division and one 
of the most efficient and careful con- 
ductors in the employ of the Southern 
Pacific Company, had been running 
very fast, but had just slowed up to 
pass over the long trestle spanning the 
Pajaro River and had just begun to 
make good headway of about fifteen to 
twenty miles an hour when the engine 
jumped the track on an embankment 
about fifteen feet high and toppled over 
on its side into the bottom of the ditch 
with its wheels still revolving at a 
great rate. It now lies there with its 
wheels in the air, dismantled. 

Pngineer Lynch and Fireman Rocke- 
feller, both old and experienced em- 
ployés, stayed at their posts even while 
the engine was falling, but when it 
fell and struck on its side they were 
thrown violently twenty feet or more 
against the fence. Engineer Lynch 
came out unscathed, but Fireman 
Rockefeller, who was thrown a greater 
distance, sustained severe but not seri- 
ous injuries to his back. 

The baggage car and passenger car 
also jumped the track. One end of the 
baggage car followed the engine down 
into the ditch, but the passenger car, 
containing about twenty passengers, 
remained on top of the embankment. 
None of the passengers or train hands 
except the fireman were injured, be- 
yond a severe shaking-up by the de- 


consider the escape most miraculous, as 
the train had been making such ex- 
ceptionally fast speed previous to the 
accident. 


Obispo backed up to the wreck and 
took aboard the delayed passengers 
and proceeded on its way. A 
train was brought from San Francisco 
and cleared the wrecked cars from the 
track about midnight, when the local 
resumed its run to Hollister. 

It will take several days with a large 
gang of laborers to raise the engine 
from the ditch. The injured fireman 
was taken to St. Luke’s Hospital, San 
Francisco. The accident is attributed 
to spreading rails. 


WATER CRAFT DAMAGED. 


Schooner William F. Witzemann 
Has a Narrow Escape. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 12. 
—The American four-masted schooner 
William F. Witzemann, Capt. Olsen, 
was towed into the harbor here this 
morning in ‘a badly-dilapidated condi- 
tion. 

The schooner left the Sound Novem- 
ber 30 with lumber from Tacoma for 
San Francisco. From the _ time the 
schooner left Cape Flattery, on De- 
cember 1, she encountered heavy 
weather. On the night of the 6th, and 
when off the mouth of the Columbia 
River, the gale increased to a hurri- 
cane, and the entire night the storm 
raged without cessation, breaking off 
and carrying away the main and miz- 
zen-masts, leaving only the mast and 
stump and ten feet of the jigger- 
mast. During the night the schooner 
shipped all the water she would hold, 
and her lumber cargo was all that 
prevented her from sinking. 

The next morning the few sails re- 
maining were rigged on the foremast, 
and the schooner headed back to the 
Straits of Fuca, where she was picked 
up by the tug Tyee. Not a door re- 
mains in the schooner’s house, every 
one having been broken off and washed 
away. The exact amount of damage 
sustained by the schooner cannot be 
learned until she is hauled out. 

A FERRYBOAT’S MISHAP. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 12.+The 
ferryboat Bay City came in collision 
with the barkentine Bay City at 8:25 
o’clock this morning. There was a 
heavy fog and strong tide at the time. 
The ferryboat missed her slip and went 
in toward the Mission-street dock. Her 
bow merely scraped the stern of the 
barkentine, but her guard struck it 
heavily on the starboard quarter, tear- 
ing the timbers and opening all the 
seams above the water. 

The barkentine was to have sailed 
tomorrow for Honolulu with a general 
cargo, but it will take considerable 
time to repair the damage.

For Years He Was a Respected

Robber by Night—Now in Jail 
Wounded to Death, |

BELLE PLAIN (Iowa,) Dec. 12.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch. ] Justice is likely 
to be frustrated in the remarkable case 
of Henry Ably of Sheffield. This man, 
worth $50,000, who for years has suce~ 
cessfully played the role of Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde, now lies in Franklin 


County Jail, wounded unto death. ie . 


received his injuries while perpetrating 


a robbery, and his sensational caréer ‘ 


is soon to end. He has for years 
plundered the country around, has 
acted as a fence for other robbers and 
possessed one of the finest kits of 
burglar’s tools ever turned out. His 
daring record has seldom been equaled 
in the annals of romance. 

A ruthless robber by night, he be-« 
came in the daytime an apparently ex- 
emplary citizen. He took a leading 
part in the development of local affairs 
in Sheffield, and his contributions to 
public enterprises and churches enabled 
him for years to conceal his true iden- 
tity and to carry on his nefarious busi- 
ness almost with impunity. As the 
force of habit grew upon him, he bee 


came bolder, and finally was. shot in 


one of his burglarious exploits. The 
grand jury has returned eleven indict- 
ments against Ably and fixed the bail 
at $15,800. : 

Among Ably’s possessions were a@ 
spanking team of ponies and a road 
These he seldom used for any 
evident purpose of pleasure, but- he 
drove away frequently at night. Ably 
is an expert locksmith and gunsmith. 
His shop was equipped with every de- 
scription of tools for either purpose. 
There were also kits of tools such as 
burglars use. Upward of twenty-five 
cigar boxes were filled with keys and 
key blanks. . 

In the hundreds of robberies Ably 
has committed in the last ten years he 
has never broken open a door. He had 
a key to every store in Sheffield and all 
the surrounding towns. He never 
robbed a store except on dark, windy 
nights, went dressed in a garb of black 
from head to foot, and never used a 
light under any circumstances. 


America Like a Carp. 


BERLIN, Dec. 12.—The greater part 
of the speech of Baron von Thielman, 
Secretary of the Treasury, in presenting 
the budget to the Reichstag last Fri- 
day, was devoted to sugar.

“Considerable attention will be given 
to the question, how to get voters out 
to the primaries after fair laws are se- 
cured. Special interest will bé taken 
in reports from New York, Massa- 
chusetts, Maryland, Illinois, New Jer- 
sey and Ohio, when legislatures will 
then be in session and considering pri- 
mary election laws. Headquarters will 
be opened at the Hotel Manhattan, 
New York, December 27, 1897. 

“Believing that our caucus or pri- 
mary election customs and laws lie at 
the very root and source of our entire 
elective franchise system, and that the 
result of our larger cities is due in a 
large measure to the defects in such 
practices and customs, it therefore fol- 
lows that to purify this system is to 
take a long step in the direction of 
honesty, economy and_ efficiency in 
every branch of the public service, and 
further believing that the enactment 
of laws to prevent corrupt caucus 
practices and throw the safeguards of 
a regular election around the caucus or 
primary will encourage many citizens

SHE LEITERS DO SOME QUEER 


THINGS SPECULATION, 


December Quotation for Wheat at 
Chicago ‘Saturday Night an In- 
daucement for Every Grain- 
owner in the Country to Start 
Shipping Thereto,. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Joe Leiter still holds the cen- 
ter of the stage in the wheat pit, but 
some critical scenes are ahead of him 
before the curtain falls on the Decem- 
ber deal. For Leiter to permit the Chi- 
cago price to get as much out of line 
with the rest of the world as it did last 
week was, according to the opinion of 
the -“talent,” poor speculating. On 
Thursday the market here was 10 cents 
over New York, several cents over St. 
Louis and 15 cents over either Duluth 
or Minneapolis. The bull party sold in 
a small way, but for some reason neg- 
lected the opportunity to get a fine 
profit on a good share of its line. 

The Leiters have demonstrated that 
they know how to handle themselves, 
and it is conceded that they are better 
judges than anybody else of their own 
position. But one does not need to be 
on the inside to know the, ultimate ef- 
fect of such preposterous market rela- 
tionships as existed last Thursday, and 
as existed even at the close of the 
week. 

Saturday night at Chicago the De- 
cember quotation was still 7% cents 
over New York or any other seaboard 
market, 9 cents over Toledo and 14% 
cents over Duluth. It takes some time 
for even abnormal prices to change the 
natural current of the grain tnovement, 
but there are left almost three weeks 
to the end of the December delivery, 
time enough to bring wheat from any 
corner of the continent. With every 
grain-owner in the country aware of 
»the astonishing prices at this market, 
no matter what the difficulties and in 
spite of all special risks, there is’ cer- 
tain to start an abnormal movement 
in this direction. 

Possibly only a small proportion of 
the receipts will be good enough to 
pass the inspection department, yet the 
difficulties of the bulls’ will be in- 
creased. The Leiters have announced 
that they will ship out all thé wheat 
they own. They say they have a line 
of wheat bought; that they have got 
money enough to pay for it, and that 
they propose to handle it as an invest- 
ment and not as a pit speculation. If 
this is the fact, the Leiters need care 
very little about how much wheat 
comes here. They do not need to 
buy it. |

American Securities Are Decidedly

SANTA MONICA. 


A Delinquent Complaining Witness 
in the Law’s Toils. 

SANTA MONICA, Dec. 12.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] A. A. Curtis,° the Beaumont 
real estate man who swore to a complaint 
against three of ‘Poker’ Davis’s gang of 
gamblers, was brought before Justice Wells 
Saturday on a charge of contempt, he having. 
failed to appear in court at a time when 
his presence was necessary in order to con- 
tinue the prosecution. The original case 
was based on a swindle committed by the 
three bunco men in this city on November 22. 
Curtis lost $20 on the turn of a shell game 
operated by the defendants, and then came 
and told his story officially to the court. The 
men were charged with robbery. At the time 
when the complaints against the defendants 
were filed, on the day of the robbery, it was 
explained by Justice Wells that charges of 
robbery would be-eplaced, and on_ these 


charges tthe defendants could be held until y 


the District Attorney could change the com- 
plaints to’sueh charges as he saw 
was on ‘Monday, November 22, and the cases 
were continued till the following Friday. On 
at day a continuance was granted.till the 
following Thursday, by consent of the counsel 
for the presecution and the defense. On 
that date the public prosecutor did not ask to 
have the complaints changed, the complain- 
ing witness ‘not being present, and the defend- 
ant’s counsel filed a demurrer to the robbery 
complaints. The cases went over till the fol- 
lowing Monday, when the demurrers were 
sustained. Curtis .was not present, so n 
new complaints charging some othér offense 
could be filed. The defendants were therefore 
discharged. 

When Curtis was brought into court yester- 
day (Saturday,) he was asked why it was 
that he failed to appear. He explained that 
he-had written to ‘the Jastice%a lepter stating 
that he had to go back to 
that he had net :been subpoenaed, He said 
that some of his friends had told him that 
he would not need to come to court under 
the circumstances. 

Justice Wells pointed out how in open 
court he had told ~.urtis that he must appear 
at the titme fixed, or he would be guilty 
of contempt. The magistrate also related 
how, when Curtis had spoken ‘to 
Trustees about paying his expens@, 
board had not discovered a legal way to do 
so, and Curtis had consulted with the District 
Attorney about it. One of that officer’s depu- 
ties had inquired of Wells about provision for 
Curtis’s necessary expenses in prosecuting the 
cases, ,and he, Wells, had replied that a 
responsible”citizen of Santa Monica had guar- 
anteed such necessary expenses. The magis- 
trate proceeded to deliver a severe lecture 
and informed Curtis that he hada legal right 
to time in which to plead to the charge of 
‘contempt. Curtis said he would like .time 
in which to plead, and the court ordered 
the case continued till Monday for that pur- 
pose. The Justice said the prisoner would be 
held under $500 bonds for his appearance at 
that te. 
. Curtis begged to be released on his own 
recognizance, but the court sternly remarked 
that he had been released in that way once 
too often. Curtis pleaded tearfully, but his 
urging did not avail. Justice Wells remarked 
that he had no ill-feeling toward him, but 
it was a case where duty demanded the 
course pursued. The defendant was taken to 
the County Jail.

City Clerk Clark has 
prepared an estimate of the amount that 
will be needed to. carry on the affairs of the 
city during the ensuing fiscal year. 

The back bills, up to December 1, amount 
to $6424.76. After the storm-water and sewer 
funds are subtracted, there will remain in 
the general fund $18,870, out of which the 
back bills must be paid, together with the 
city expenses, until October 31, 1898, when 
taxes will again be payable. Mr. Clark es- 
timates that the expenses will be about $10.- 
000, on which basis only a lilttle over $2000 
will remain to apply the road fund for 
the next ten months. Work to the amount 
of $500 has already been contracted for, so 
that about $1800 will be all the money avail- 
able to keep the streets in order for nearly 
a year. Back debts are what has put the 
city finances in bad shape.

The city taxes 
amount to $31,286, of which all but about 
$3000 have been paid. 


GERMANS IN CHINA. 


Have Arranged an Administration 
and Are Collecting Duties.

Today sur- 
veyors went over the course, and al- 
though it was officially announced 
that the riders had not traveled a full 
mile for every nine laps, just how 
short each mile was has not been 
given out.

BREADANDBUTTERISM. 


CLEVER SPOOK SHOW AT THE LOS 
ANGELES THEATER. 


Tables Waltz with Judge Smith 
‘and Some Doctors, Ghosts Ap- 
pear, and Polleeman Hill's 


Hardeufs Prove Toe Mach for 
the Paychtic Forces, 


Spook shows of all sorts have been 
inflicted many times upon the trustful 
and innocent Los Angeles public, but 
the demonstrations of slippery swift-

He first announced to the 
spectators his entire innocence of any 
dark designs upon their credulity, and 
then went at once to work. 

Wringing out a sponge that perspired 
real water, he swabbed off two small 
slates,. had them tied together by the
